which such affronts are resented or aubmit- 
tad to that afforda the index of power to their 
minds, ‘hero may be, a8 Lord Lawrencecon- 
tenda, no real dishonour to us in coming to 
terms with this Prince (although I look upon 
tho threat to-shoot Major Cavagnori at Ali 
Muajid as a reflex of the.
